 " PART I.  OFFICE OF CONSUMER EDUCATION FOR HOME CONSTRUCTION 

NEW SECTION.  Sec. 1.  A new section is added to chapter 43.10 RCW 

to read as follows: 

 (1) The office of consumer education for home cons truction is 

created in the office of the attorney general to be  the primary point 

of contact for consumers in matters related to resi dential purchases 

and construction. 

 (2) The office of consumer education for home cons truction shall: 

  (a) Educate consumers about residential purchase and sale 

agreements and contracting for residential construc tion services, 

including the requirements of chapter 18.27 RCW and  methods available 

to protect themselves against loss; 

 (b) Produce written and electronic consumer educat ion materials 

about purchasing homes, contracting for residential  construction 

services, and legal resources available to consumer s; 

 (c) Create a pamphlet explaining a homeowner's leg al rights and 

remedies and provide contractors and other construc tion professionals 

with a downloadable version of the pamphlet to atta ch to contracts for 

purchase and sale of new residential real property or the substantial 

remodel of existing residential real property.  The  office shall 

periodically update this pamphlet; 

 (d) Identify and work collaboratively with agencie s and 

organizations who are already engaged in consumer e ducation efforts 
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regarding residential purchases and construction, s uch as the 

department of labor and industries, the department of licensing, local 

governments, the construction industry, financial i nstitutions, and 

other interested organizations and individuals, to increase outreach 

to consumers; 

 (e) Share consumer education materials with and se rve as a 

resource for agencies and organizations who are alr eady engaged in 

consumer education; 

 (f) Develop a uniform manner of receiving, catalog ing, analyzing, 

and responding to consumer complaints about residen tial construction, 

and develop a system of tracking resolutions of com plaints and of 

claims received under section 8 of this act; 

 (g) Identify which agencies and organizations are already 

receiving complaints and coordinate with them to en sure that all 

agencies and organizations are requesting the same information from 

complaining consumers and that all consumers are re ferred to the 

office; 

 (h) Enter into data-sharing agreements with the de partment of 

labor and industries, local governments, and other agencies with 

enforcement duties in residential construction to i ncrease assistance 

to consumers and enforcement of construction-relate d laws; 

 (i) Report to the legislature on an annual basis t he total number 

of complaints about residential construction receiv ed and the total 

number of claims filed under section 8 of this act.   For complaints, 

the office of consumer education for home construct ion shall summarize 

the nature of the complaints.  For claims, the offi ce of consumer 

education for home construction shall summarize the  nature of the 

claims, the monetary value of the claims, whether c laims have been 

resolved, and any other information that the office  deems relevant.  

The first report is due on January 1, 2010, and subse quent reports are 

due on November 1st of each year thereafter; and  

 (j) Examine issues involved in establishing a reco very fund to 

provide compensation to residential real property h omeowners through a 

claim filing process.  The office of consumer educa tion for home 
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construction shall consult with appropriate agencie s and 

representatives from organizations involved in the area of residential 

construction.  The office of consumer education for  home construction 

shall make recommendations to the legislature on th e creation of a 

recovery fund by December 1, 2010.  

 

Sec. 2.  RCW 18.27.075 and 2001 c 159 s 14 are each amended to 

read as follows: 

 (1)  The department shall charge a fee of one hundred d ollars for 

issuing or renewing a certificate of registration d uring the 2001-2003 

biennium.  The department shall revise this amount a t least once every 

two years for the purpose of recognizing economic c hanges as reflected 

by the fiscal growth factor under chapter 43.135 RC W. 

 (2) The department shall also charge a consumer education fee 

of one hundred dollars per year for issuing or renewing a 

certificate of registration.  The department shall deposit the fee 

in the consumer education for home construction account created in 

section 3 of this act.  

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3.  A new section is added to chapter 43.10 RCW 

to read as follows: 

 The consumer education for home construction accou nt is created in 

the custody of the state treasury for the purpose o f funding the 

office of consumer education for home construction.   All fees charged 

under subsection (2) of section 2 of this act and f iling fees charged 

under section 8 of this act must be deposited into the account.  

Expenditures from the account may be used only to f und the office of 

consumer education for home construction.  Only the  home construction 

board created under section 6 of this act or the bo ard's designee may 

authorize expenditure from the account.  The account  is subject to the 

allotment procedures under chapter 43.88 RCW, but a n appropriation is 

not required for expenditures. 
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Sec. 4.  RCW 43.79A.040 and 2008 c 208 s 9 are each amended to 

read as follows: 

 (1) Money in the treasurer's trust fund may be dep osited, 

invested, and reinvested by the state treasurer in a ccordance with RCW 

43.84.080 in the same manner and to the same extent  as if the money 

were in the state treasury. 

 (2) All income received from investment of the tre asurer's trust 

fund shall be set aside in an account in the treasur y trust fund to be 

known as the investment income account. 

 (3) The investment income account may be utilized for the payment 

of purchased banking services on behalf of treasure r's trust funds 

including, but not limited to, depository, safekeep ing, and 

disbursement functions for the state treasurer or a ffected state 

agencies.  The investment income account is subject  in all respects to 

chapter 43.88 RCW, but no appropriation is required  for payments to 

financial institutions.  Payments shall occur prior  to distribution of 

earnings set forth in subsection (4) of this sectio n. 

 (4)(a) Monthly, the state treasurer shall distribu te the earnings 

credited to the investment income account to the st ate general fund 

except under (b) and (c) of this subsection. 

 (b) The following accounts and funds shall receive  their 

proportionate share of earnings based upon each acc ount's or fund's 

average daily balance for the period:  The Washingt on promise 

scholarship account, the college savings program ac count, the 

Washington advanced college tuition payment program  account, the 

agricultural local fund, the American Indian schola rship endowment 

fund, the foster care scholarship endowment fund, t he foster care 

endowed scholarship trust fund, the students with d ependents grant 

account, the basic health plan self-insurance reser ve account, the 

contract harvesting revolving account, the Washingt on state combined 

fund drive account, the commemorative works account , the Washington 

international exchange scholarship endowment fund, the toll collection 

account, the developmental disabilities endowment t rust fund, the 

energy account, the fair fund, the family leave ins urance account, the 
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food animal veterinarian conditional scholarship ac count, the fruit 

and vegetable inspection account, the future teache rs conditional 

scholarship account, the game farm alternative acco unt, the GET ready 

for math and science scholarship account, the grain  inspection 

revolving fund, the juvenile accountability incenti ve account, the law 

enforcement officers' and fire fighters' plan 2 exp ense fund, the 

local tourism promotion account, the produce railca r pool account, the 

regional transportation investment district account , the rural 

rehabilitation account, the stadium and exhibition center account, the 

youth athletic facility account, the self-insurance  revolving fund, 

the sulfur dioxide abatement account, the children' s trust fund, the

However, the  earnings 

to be distributed shall first be reduced by the all ocation to the 

state treasurer's service fund pursuant to RCW 43.0 8.190. 

 (c) The following accounts and funds shall receive  eighty percent 

of their proportionate share of earnings based upon  each account's or 

fund's average daily balance for the period:  The a dvanced right of 

way revolving fund, the advanced environmental miti gation revolving 

account, the city and county advance right-of-way r evolving fund, the 

federal narcotics asset forfeitures account, the hi gh occupancy 

vehicle account, the local rail service assistance account, and the 

miscellaneous transportation programs account. 

 (5) In conformance with Article II, section 37 of the state 

Constitution, no trust accounts or funds shall be a llocated earnings 

without the specific affirmative directive of this section.

 NEW SECTION. Sec. 5.  A new section is added to chapter 43.10 RCW 

to read as follows: 

 For the purposes of sections 6 through 10 of this act, the 

following definitions apply: 

 (1) "Board" means the home construction board create d in section 6 

of this act. 

 (2) "Claim" means a claim filed with the board aga inst a 

construction professional under section 8 of this a ct and does not 

mean a complaint as that term is used in section 1 of this act. 

 (3) "Construction professional" has the same meani ng as in section 

14 of this act.   

 (4) "Contractor" means a contractor, as defined in  RCW 18.27.010, 

that is registered with the department of labor and  industries under 

chapter 18.27 RCW.   

 (5) "Defect" means a deficiency, an inadequacy or an insufficiency 

arising out of or relating to the construction, alt eration, or repair 

of residential real property.  "Defect" also includ es a deficiency, an 

inadequacy or an insufficiency in a system, compone nt, or material 

incorporated into residential real property. 

 (6) "Damages" means the cost of repairs, or if the c ost of repairs 

is clearly disproportionate to the loss in market v alue, damages is 

the loss in market value.    

 (7) "Homeowner" means a person or persons owning r esidential real 

property. "Homeowner" does not include government a gencies, political 

subdivisions, financial institutions, and any other  entity that 

purchases, guarantees, or insures a loan secured by  real property.  

"Homeowner" also does not include the spouse, domes tic partner, or 

personal representative of the contractor named in the claim filed 

under section 8 of this act. 

 (8) "Residential real property" has the same meanin g as in section 

14 of this act.   

NEW SECTION. Sec. 6.  A new section is added to chapter 43.10 RCW 

to read as follows: 
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 (1) The home construction board is established wit hin the office 

of consumer education for home construction to admi nister a 

residential real property homeowner and constructio n professional 

early resolution mediation program.   

 (2) The purpose of the board is to provide homeown ers and 

construction professionals with a cost-effective an d time-efficient 

process to resolve disputes arising from alleged co nstruction. 

  (3) The board consists of the following seven members: 

 (a) Three members possessing a minimum of ten years of 

experience in the construction of residences and directly, or as 

employees or officers of a firm, registered under chapter 18.27 RCW; 

 (b) One member possessing a minimum of ten years of experience 

in the remodeling of residences and directly, or as employees or 

officers of a firm, registered under chapter 18.27 RCW; 

 (c) One architect licensed under chapter 18.08 RCW or 

professional engineer registered under chapter 18.43 RCW;  

 (d) One building inspector employed by a city or county; and 

 (e) One member of the general public. 

 (3) Members of the board shall be appointed by the governor with 

consent of the Senate.  The governor shall appoint initial members 

of the board to staggered terms of from two to four years.  

Thereafter, all members shall be appointed to full four-year terms.  

Members of the board hold office until their successors are 

appointed. A vacancy shall be filled by appointment by the governor 

for the unexpired portion of the term in which the vacancy occurs. 

 (4) The board shall select from its members a chair person, vice 

chair person, and any other officer the board determines is 

necessary to perform its duties. 

 (5) The board shall meet a minimum of four times per year to ca rry 

out its functions.   

 (6) The board may adopt rules to implement the boa rd's duties.   

NEW SECTION. Sec. 7.  A new section is added to chapter 43.10 RCW 

to read as follows: 
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(1) The board shall investigate and mediate claims filed by a 

homeowner against a construction professional for a lleged construction 

defects to residential real property.   

(2) The board may use the services of neutral third  party experts 

to assist the board in investigating, assessing, an d mediating claims.  

The board may rely on the national building standar ds and other 

recognized standards or codes that the board finds appropriate. 

  

 NEW SECTION. Sec. 8.  A new section is added to chapter 43.10 RCW 

to read as follows: 

 (1) A homeowner of residential real property alleg ing that a 

construction professional has performed defective w ork must, prior to 

commencing an action against the construction profe ssional, file a 

claim against the construction professional with th e board.   

 (2) The claim shall be in the form required by the  board, and 

shall include, at a minimum: 

 (a) The name and mailing address of the homeowner or the 

homeowner’s legal representative, if any; 

 (b) The address and location of the residential re al property; 

 (c) The names and addresses of the construction pr ofessionals, to 

the extent known to the homeowner, who performed th e work;   

 (d) Whether the work performed involved constructi on of new 

residential real property or a substantial remodel of residential real 

property and the date that the homeowner took posse ssion of the new 

residential real property or, for a substantial rem odel, the date the 

work was substantially completed or the project was  terminated;  

 (e) A description of the defective work performed and the actual 

or estimated costs of repair;  

 (f) Any report, estimates, and other documents evi dencing the 

defect and the costs of repair; 

 (g) Whether there is a written contract between th e construction 

professional and the homeowner and whether the cont ract contains 

warranties related to the work performed or the mat erials used.

professional unless the claim is filed with the boa rd within the 

applicable statute of limitations. 

 (4) When a claim is filed with the board within th e applicable 

statute of limitations, the filing of the claim tol ls any applicable 

statute of limitations and any applicable statute o f repose for 

construction-related claims for the period of time until fifteen days 

after the board provides written notice of completi on of mediation.   

 (5) Any action commenced in court by a homeowner p rior to 

compliance with the requirements of this section sh all be subject to 

dismissal without prejudice, and may not be recomme nced until the 

homeowner has complied with the requirements of thi s section. 

 (6) The board by rule may impose a processing fee for c laims filed 

under this section not to exceed one hundred dollar s.  The fee shall 

be deposited into the consumer education for home c onstruction account 

created under section 3 of this act. 

  

 NEW SECTION. Sec. 9.  A new section is added to chapter 43.10 RCW 

to read as follows: 

 (1) Upon receipt of a claim, the board shall give written notice 

to the construction professional against whom the c laim is made.  The 

notice of the claim shall describe the claim in rea sonable detail 

sufficient to determine the nature of the defect. 

 (2) Within twenty-one days after service of the no tice of claim, 

the construction professional shall serve a written  response on the 

homeowner by registered mail or personal service.  The written 

response shall: 

 (a) Propose to inspect the residence that is the s ubject of the 

claim and to complete the inspection within a speci fied time frame.  

The proposal shall include the statement that the c onstruction 

professional shall, based on the inspection, offer to remedy the 

defect, compromise by payment, or dispute the claim ; 

 (b) Offer to compromise and settle the claim by mo netary payment 

without inspection.  A construction professional's offer under this 
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subsection (2)(b) to compromise and settle a homeow ner's claim may 

include, but is not limited to, an express offer to  purchase the 

homeowner's residence that is the subject of the clai m, and to pay the 

homeowner's reasonable relocation costs; or 

 (c) State that the construction professional dispu tes the claim 

and will neither remedy the defect nor compromise a nd settle the 

claim. 

 (3)(a) If the construction professional disputes t he claim or does 

not respond to the notice of claim within the time stated in 

subsection (2) of this section, the board shall com mence an 

investigation and mediation of the claim. 

 (b) If the homeowner rejects the inspection propos al or the 

settlement offer made by the construction professio nal pursuant to 

subsection (2) of this section, the homeowner shall  serve written 

notice of the rejection on the construction profess ional and the 

board.  After service of the rejection, the board s hall commence an 

investigation and mediation of the claim. 

 (c) If the construction professional has not recei ved from the 

homeowner, within thirty days after the homeowner's  receipt of the 

construction professional's response, either an acc eptance or 

rejection of the inspection proposal or settlement offer, then at 

anytime thereafter the construction professional ma y terminate the 

proposal or offer by serving written notice to the homeowner, and the 

board shall commence an investigation and mediation  of the claim. 

  (4)(a) If the homeowner elects to allow the const ruction 

professional to inspect in accordance with the cons truction 

professional's proposal pursuant to this section, t he homeowner shall 

provide the construction professional and its contr actors or other 

agents reasonable access to the homeowner's residen ce during normal 

working hours to inspect the premises and the claim ed defect. 

 (b) Within fourteen days following completion of t he inspection, 

the construction professional shall serve on the ho meowner: 

 (i) A written offer to remedy the defect at no cos t to the 

homeowner, including a report of the scope of the i nspection, the 
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findings and results of the inspection, a descripti on of the 

additional construction necessary to remedy the def ect, and a 

timetable for the completion of such construction; 

 (ii) A written offer to compromise and settle the claim by 

monetary payment pursuant to subsection (2)(b) of t his section; or 

 (iii) A written statement that the construction pr ofessional will 

not proceed further to remedy the defect. 

 (c) If the construction professional does not proc eed further to 

remedy the defect within the agreed timetable, or i f the construction 

professional fails to comply with the provisions of  (b) of this 

subsection, the homeowner shall provide written not ification to the 

board.  The board shall commence an investigation a nd mediation of the 

claim. 

 (d) If the homeowner rejects the offer made by the  construction 

professional pursuant to (b)(i) or (ii) of this sub section (4) to 

either remedy the defect or to compromise and settl e the claim by 

monetary payment, the homeowner shall serve written  notice of the 

rejection on the construction professional and the board.  After 

service of the rejection notice, the board shall co mmence an 

investigation and mediation of the claim.   

 (e) If the construction professional has not recei ved from the 

homeowner, within thirty days after the homeowner's  receipt of the 

construction professional's response, either an acc eptance or 

rejection of the offer made pursuant to (b)(i) or ( ii) of this 

subsection (4), then at anytime thereafter the cons truction 

professional may terminate the offer by serving wri tten notice to the 

homeowner. 

 (5)(a) Any homeowner accepting the offer of a cons truction 

professional to remedy the defect pursuant to subse ction (4)(b)(i) of 

this section shall do so by serving the constructio n professional with 

a written notice of acceptance within a reasonable time period after 

receipt of the offer, and no later than thirty days  after receipt of 

the offer.  The homeowner shall also send a copy of th e written notice 

of acceptance to the board.  The homeowner shall pr ovide the 
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construction professional and its contractors or ot her agents 

reasonable access to the homeowner's residence duri ng normal working 

hours to perform and complete the construction by the  timetable stated 

in the offer. 

 (b) The homeowner and construction professional ma y, by written 

mutual agreement, alter the extent of construction or the timetable 

for completion of construction stated in the offer,  including, but not 

limited to, repair of additional defects. 

 (6) Compliance with this section satisfies the req uirements of RCW 

64.50.020. 

NEW SECTION. Sec. 10.  A new section is added to chapter 43.10 RCW 

to read as follows: 

 (1) If, after compliance with the procedures estab lished in 

section 9 of this act, a resolution has not been re ached between the 

homeowner and construction professional, the board shall investigate 

the claim.   

 (2) The board may use the services of neutral thir d party experts 

to conduct on-site investigations, make recommendat ions to the board, 

and assist the board in investigating and mediating  claims.   

 (3) After the investigation is complete, the board  shall provide 

the parties with notification of the findings of th e investigation.  

If the parties do not provide the board with writte n notification 

within 14 days after receipt of the findings that t he parties have 

resolved the claim, the board shall mediate the cla im.  

 (4) The mediation shall be conducted by a panel of  three members 

of the board in accordance with rules adopted by th e board. 

 (5) All proceedings of the mediation conference, i ncluding any 

statement made by any party, attorney or other part icipant, shall be 

privileged and not reported, recorded, placed in ev idence, used for 

impeachment, made known to  a court or jury, or con strued for any 

purpose as an admission.  No party shall be bound b y anything done or 

said at the mediation conference unless a settlemen t is reached, in 
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which event the agreement upon a settlement shall b e reduced to 

writing and shall be binding upon all parties to th at agreement. 

 (6) At the conclusion of the mediation the board s hall provide a 

written notice of the completion of mediation to th e parties.  The 

notice shall include a statement of the results of th e mediation and a 

copy of any written settlement agreement between th e parties.  If the 

parties did not reach an agreement, the notice shal l include a 

statement that the parties may pursue any other rig ht or remedy 

provided by statutory or common law.  

NEW SECTION. Sec. 11.  A new section is added to chapter 43.10 RCW 

to read as follows: 

 (1) The board shall maintain and make available to  the office of 

consumer education for home construction a record o f all claims filed 

with the board against construction professionals u nder this chapter 

and the outcomes of those claims.   

 (2) The office of consumer education for home cons truction shall 

compile a summary of the claims into a report for t he legislature as 

required under section 1 of this act.  

NEW SECTION. Sec. 12.  A new section is added to chapter 64.50 RCW 

to read as follows: 

 The provisions of RCW 64.50.020 do not apply to a claim filed with 

the home construction board under sections 8 throug h 10 of this act. 

 

PART II.  RESIDENTIAL REAL PROPERTY WARRANTIES 

NEW SECTION.  Sec. 13.  A new section is added to chapter 64.50 

RCW to read as follows: 

 (1) The legislature intends by this section to mod ify the common 

law implied warranty of habitability to provide tha t this warranty may 

not be contractually disclaimed, waived, modified, or limited.   
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 (2) The common law implied warranty of habitabilit y may not be 

disclaimed, waived, modified, or limited by contrac tual agreement.  A 

provision of any contract for the purchase or sale of newly 

constructed residential property that purports to d isclaim, waive, 

modify, or limit the implied warranty of habitabili ty is void and 

unenforceable. 

 (3) Damages awarded for a breach of the implied wa rranty of 

habitability are the cost of repairs.  However, if it is established 

that the cost of repairs is clearly disproportionat e to the loss in 

market value caused by the breach, damages are limi ted to the loss in 

market value. 

NEW SECTION.  Sec. 14.  A new section is added to chapter 64.50 

RCW to read as follows: 

 (1) A construction professional involved in the co nstruction of 

new residential real property, or the substantial r emodel of existing 

residential real property, warrants that the work, and any part 

thereof, will be suitable for the ordinary uses of real property of 

its type and that the work, and any part therof, wi ll be: 

 (a) Free from defective materials; 

 (b) Constructed in accordance with sound engineeri ng and 

construction standards; 

 (c) Constructed in a workmanlike manner; and 

 (d) Constructed in compliance with all laws then ap plicable to the 

work. 

 (2) If a construction professional breaches a warr anty arising 

under this section and the breach results in damage  to any portion of 

the residential real property, the current owner of  the residential 

real property must file a claim with the home const ruction board 

against the construction professional prior to comm encing an action 

for breach of a warranty.   

 (3) Absence of privity of contract between the own er and the 

construction professional is not a defense to the e nforcement of a 

warranty arising under this section. 
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 (4) In a proceeding for breach of a warranty arisi ng under this 

section, the plaintiff must show that the alleged b reach has adversely 

affected or will adversely affect the performance o f that portion of 

the property alleged to be in breach.  To establish  an adverse effect, 

the person alleging the breach is not required to p rove that the 

breach renders the property unfit for occupancy.  A s used in this 

subsection, an "adverse effect" must be more than t echnical and must 

be significant to a reasonable person. 

 (5) Proof of breach of a warranty arising under th is section is 

not proof of damages.  Damages awarded for a breach  of a warranty 

arising under this section are the cost of repairs.  However, if it is 

established that the cost of repairs is clearly dis proportionate to 

the loss in market value caused by the breach, dama ges are limited to 

the loss in market value. 

 (6)(a)(i) Except as provided in (a)(ii) of this su bsection, a 

proceeding for breach of a warranty arising under t his section must be 

commenced within three years after the cause of act ion accrues. 

 (ii) A cause of action for breach of a warranty arisi ng under this 

section that is based on a latent structural defect  to the foundation 

component of the residential real property must be commenced within 

four years after the cause of action accrues. 

 (iii) The periods provided in this subsection (6)( a) may not be 

reduced by either oral or written agreement, or thr ough the use of 

contractual claims or notice procedures that requir e the filing or 

service of any claim or notice prior to the expirat ion of the period 

specified in this section. 

 (b) A cause of action for breach of a warranty ari sing under this 

section accrues, regardless of the owner's lack of knowledge of the 

breach: 

 (i) In the case of the purchase of newly construct ed residential 

real property, on the date the initial owner enters  into possession of 

the property; or 

 (ii) In the case of the substantial remodel of exi sting 

residential real property, on the date of substanti al completion of 
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construction or termination of the construction pro ject, whichever is 

later. 

 (7) The warranties provided under this section are  in addition to 

any other rights or remedies available under statut ory law or common 

law or provided for under contract.

64.34 RCW. 

 (9) An action for breach of a warranty under this section that is 

brought after compliance with sections 8 through 10  of this act is 

subject to any requirements for mandatory arbitrati on imposed under 

chapter 7.06 RCW or state or local court rules. 

 (10) This section applies to new residential real property 

construction and substantial remodels of residentia l real property 

that are commenced on or after January 1, 2010. 

 (11) For the purposes of this section: 

 (a)  "Construction professional" means a builder, builder-vendor, 

contractor, subcontractor, or inspector, performing  or furnishing the 

design, supervision, inspection, construction, or o bservation of the 

construction, of any improvement to residential rea l property, whether 

operating as a sole proprietor, partnership, corpor ation, or other 

business entity.  "Construction professional" does not include a 

supplier of materials who has otherwise had no invo lvement in 

performing or furnishing the design, supervision, i nspection, 

construction, or observation of the construction, o f any improvement 

to residential real property.  “Construction profes sional” does not 

include an inspector who is an agent or employee of a  local government 

and acting in his or her official capacity as an in spector. 

 (b) "Residential real property" means a single-fam ily home, a 

duplex, a triplex, or a quadraplex. 

 (c) "Substantial completion of construction" means  the state of 

completion reached when an improvement upon real pr operty may be used 

or occupied for its intended use. 
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PART III.  CONTRACTOR REGISTRATION AND WORKER CERTIFICATION 

NEW SECTION.  Sec. 15.  (1) The legislature finds that there is 

inadequate protection for consumers in the area of residential 

construction.  The legislature further finds that a  significant amount 

of the problems in the construction of new resident ial real property, 

or the substantial remodel of existing residential real property, 

pertain to water intrusion and unstable foundations  and develop from 

poor installation of roofing, siding, framing, foun dations, doors, and 

windows.  The legislature recognizes that it is imp ortant to assure 

consumers that those doing construction work are pr operly trained.  

The legislature, therefore, intends to establish a worker 

certification requirement for those doing construct ion work in the 

areas of roofing, siding, framing, foundations, doo rs, and windows. 

 (2) The department of labor and industries shall c ontract for 

consultant services to develop recommendations to t he legislature on 

the education, experience, and examination requirem ents of the program 

to certify workers engaged in the installation of r oofing, siding, 

framing, foundations, doors, and windows.  In devel oping the 

recommendations, the consultant and the department shall closely 

involve and consult with stakeholders.  The recomme ndations must be 

submitted to the legislature by November 1, 2009. 

 (3) This section expires December 31, 2009. 

Sec. 16.  RCW 18.27.030 and 2008 c 120 s 1 are each amended t o 

read as follows: 

 (1) An applicant for registration as a contractor shall submit an 

application under oath upon a form to be prescribed  by the director 

and which shall include the following information p ertaining to the 

applicant: 

 (a) Employer social security number. 

 (b) Unified business identifier number. 

 (c) Evidence of workers' compensation coverage for  the applicant's 

employees working in Washington, as follows: 
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 (i) The applicant's industrial insurance account n umber issued by 

the department; 

 (ii) The applicant's self-insurer number issued by t he department; 

or 

 (iii) For applicants domiciled in a state or provi nce of Canada 

subject to an agreement entered into under RCW 51.1 2.120(7), as 

permitted by the agreement, filing a certificate of coverage issued by 

the agency that administers the workers' compensati on law in the 

applicant's state or province of domicile certifyin g that the 

applicant has secured the payment of compensation u nder the other 

state's or province's workers' compensation law.

 (f) Type of contracting activity, whether a general o r a specialty 

contractor and if the latter, the type of specialty . 

 (g) Type of work performed, whether residential, c ommercial, or 

both.  

 (h)  The name ((and )),  address, social security number, date of 

birth, and driver's license number  of each partner if the applicant is 

a firm or partnership, or the name ((and )),  address, social security 

number, date of birth, and driver's license number  of the owner if the 

applicant is an individual proprietorship, or the n ame ((and )),  

address, social security number, date of birth, and  driver's license 

number  of the corporate officers and statutory agent, if any, if the 

applicant is a corporation,  or the name ((and )),  address, social 

security number, date of birth, and driver's licens e number  of all 

members of other business entities.  The information  contained in such 

application is a matter of public record and open t o public 

inspection. 

 (i) The registration numbers and unified business identifier 

account numbers of previously or currently register ed businesses 

involving the same owner, principal, or officer as the applicant.  
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 (j) Disclosure of any bankruptcy proceedings filed  by or against 

the applicant.  

 (k) Information about any construction licenses, c ertifications, 

or registrations that have been issued to the appli cant by other 

states.   The applicant shall also provide details about an y denials, 

suspensions, revocations, or any enforcement action s related to 

construction against the applicant by other states.  

 (2) The department may verify the workers' compens ation coverage 

information provided by the applicant under subsect ion (1)(c) of this 

section, including but not limited to information r egarding the 

coverage of an individual employee of the applicant .  If coverage is 

provided under the laws of another state, the depar tment may notify 

the other state that the applicant is employing emp loyees in 

Washington. 

  (3)(a) The department shall deny an application f or registration 

if:  (i) The applicant has been previously performi ng work subject to 

this chapter as a sole proprietor, partnership, cor poration, or other 

entity and the department has notice that the appli cant has an 

unsatisfied final judgment against him or her in an  action based on 

work performed subject to this chapter or the appli cant owes the 

department money for penalties assessed or fees due under this chapter 

as a result of a final judgment; (ii) the applicant  was an owner, 

principal, or officer of a partnership, corporation , or other entity 

that either has an unsatisfied final judgment again st it in an action 

that was incurred for work performed subject to thi s chapter or owes 

the department money for penalties assessed or fees  due under this 

chapter as a result of a final judgment; (iii) the applicant does not 

have a valid unified business identifier number; (i v) the department 

determines that the applicant has falsified informa tion on the 

application, unless the error was inadvertent; ((or )) (v) the 

applicant does not have an active and valid certifi cate of 

registration with the department of revenue; or (vi ) the department 

has determined that a different state has taken enf orcement action 
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against the applicant for activities that would be a  violation of this 

chapter if they had occurred in Washington state . 

 (b) The department shall suspend an active registr ation if:   (i) 

The department has determined that the registrant ha s an unsatisfied 

final judgment against it for work within the scope  of this chapter; 

(ii) the department has determined that the registr ant is a sole 

proprietor or an owner, principal, or officer of a registered 

contractor that has an unsatisfied final judgment a gainst it for work 

within the scope of this chapter; (iii) the registr ant does not 

maintain a valid unified business identifier number ; (iv) the 

department has determined that the registrant falsi fied information on 

the application, unless the error was inadvertent; ((or )) (v) the 

registrant does not have an active and valid certif icate of 

registration with the department of revenue; or (vi ) the department 

has determined that a different state has taken enf orcement action 

against the registrant for activities that would be  a violation of 

this chapter if they had occurred in Washington sta te . 

 (c) The department may suspend an active registrat ion if the 

department has determined that an owner, principal,  partner, or 

officer of the registrant was an owner, principal, or officer of a 

previous partnership, corporation, or other entity that has an 

unsatisfied final judgment against it. 

 (4) The department shall not deny an application o r suspend a 

registration because of an unsatisfied final judgme nt if the 

applicant's or registrant's unsatisfied final judgm ent was determined 

by the director to be the result of the fraud or negl igence of another 

party. 

NEW SECTION.  Sec. 17.  A new section is added to chapter 18.27 

RCW to read as follows: 

 A registered contractor, by or against whom a peti tion in 

bankruptcy has been filed, shall notify the departm ent of the 

proceedings in bankruptcy, including the identity a nd location of the 
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court in which the proceedings are pending, within ten days of the 

filing. 

NEW SECTION. Sec. 18.  Sections 5 through 12 of this act take 

effect January 1, 2010.

  EFFECT:   The striking amendment makes the following changes: 
 
  A.  Creates a seven-member Home Construction Board (B oard) within 

the Office of Consumer Education for Home Construct ion (OCEHC) to 
investigate and mediate construction defect claims.   Allows the 
Board to use the services of neutral third parties to 
investigate, assess, and mediate claims.   

   
  Creates notice and opportunity to cure procedures when a 

homeowner files a claim with the Board.   
 
  Requires the board to investigate and mediate a claim that has 

not been settled by the parties.   
 
  Allows the Board to impose a fee of up to $100 for claims filed 

with the Board.   
 
  Requires a homeowner to file a claim with the Board prior to 

commencing a lawsuit alleging a construction defect. 
 
  B.  Creates an account to fund the Office of Consumer Education 

for Home Construction (Office) and requires the Department of 
Labor and Industries to charge contractors a $100 fee to be 
deposited in the account.  Requires the Office to examine issues 
involved in establishing a recovery fund to provide compensation 
to residential real property homeowners through a claim filing 
process. 

 
  C.  Limits damages recoverable under the common law implied 

warranty of habitability to the cost of repairs, or if those are 
clearly disproportionate to the loss in market value, limits 
damages to the loss in market value. 
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  D.  Provides that the statutory warranties created by the bill 
apply to work on all aspects of the residential real property 
and are not limited to the foundation, framing, siding, roofing, 
windows and doors.   

   
  E.  Removes engineers from the definition of "construction 

professional" and exempts inspectors who are agents or employees 
of local government acting in their official capacity as 
inspectors. 

   
  F.  Requires the Department of Labor and Industries to contract 

for consultant services to develop recommendations to the 
Legislature on certification requirements for workers who 
install roofing, siding, framing, foundations, doors, and 
windows.
